has informed Councilman 
George A. Purnell’s special 


committee on cost and effi« 


ciency that the Police Depart- 


ment’s policy of law enforce- 
ment is being applied to all citi-~ 


zens of Pittsfield “regardless of 


their standing in the commu- 


nity.’’ 


The chief also told the com- 


mittee that ‘‘all police motor ve- 
hicles shall be used solely for 
official business of the city... 
and no patrolman will call lead- 
quarters’. for transportation to 
duty, or otherwise arrange for 
such transportation by a police 
vehicle.”’ 

However, the chief said that 
policemen at the end of their 
daily tour of duty may ride in 
police cruisers ‘“‘which are as- 
signed to the area in which the 


| patrolman lives, but no patrol-: 


man will be taken to his home, 
unless the cruiser passes such 
home.’’. In case of necessity the 
above conditions may be waived 
by a superior officer. hi 

Council President Joseph 5. 
Scelsi has charged the cruisers 
are used as a taxi service to 
take patrolmen home. 


‘Fringe Benefit’ 


As for superior officers; ser- 
geants through the chief, ‘‘they 
are taken to work from their 
residences and returned if they 
so request.”

Warner was considering spend- 
ing the money for a big expan- 


sion of Burbank Park, a project .

There are 
the long snow-filled months which turn 
the park into.a winter sports center.

City Moves To Halt Filling of Lake Cove; 
Land Sought To Enlarge Burbank Park 


Mayor Remo Del Gallo favors 
“eventual acquisition” of a 
tract of Onota Lake shore pro- 
perty directly north of Burbank 
Park. 

The land should be obtained 
as an addition to the municipal 
park through ‘“‘friendly eminent 
domain,” Del Gallo said in an 
interview. Next year, he added, 
might be the opportune time to 
act. ¢ 

According to city records, the 
land is owned by Charles R. 
Ramsey of 5388 Lakeway Drive. 
Most of it is under water in a 
shallow cove. Of the 11.72 acres 
Involved, only 1.5 are not sub- 
merged, according to the Asses- 
sors’ books. 


Said Not Interested 


Ramsey. has**told Del Gallo 
and others he is not interested 
in selling. 

Efforts to obtain his land as 
an addition to Burbank Park 
began as early as 1954, before 
Ramsay was the owner. 

Currently Ramsey is seeking 
a permit from the state to fill 
the cove. The city at a hearing 
Aug. 24 raised no objectons. 
The permit is required before 
he can fill because of the Hatch 
Act, the new state wetlands pro- 
tection law. He had done some 
filling prior to the law. 


The city’s Planning Board at 


its meeting Tuesday night will 
consider whether to recommend 
acquisition of the Ramsey land. 


Officials Want Land 


Planning Board Chairman 
Charles R. Crimmin, Conserva- 
George A. Purnell Jr. and 


tion Commission Chairman 
Parks Supt. Vincent J. Hebert all 
favor city ownership of the 
moon-shaped parcel. 


Hebert, Purnell and Del Gallo 
nave not been concerned with 
Ramsey’s plan to fill the shal- 
low cove. They say if he doesn’t 
fill it the city would once it ac- 
quires it. 

Ramsey has told the mayor 
he wants to build a beach on 
the filled area. He owns cot- 
tages across the street. 


Much of Ramsey’s shore. pro- 


perty is now unusable because it 
is only about 10 feet wide, 


flanked on one side by the lake | 


and on the other by Lakeway 
Drive. 

The Conservation Commission 
is not in favor of taking the 
land by eminent domain  be- 
cause it is “‘usable’’’by private 
interests, Purnell said. The 
Commission, on the other hand, 
is seeking a legal opinion on 
whether a ‘strip of shorefront 
land on the south end of Bur- 
bank Park can be taken by emi- 
nent domain. It feels justified in 
taking that land, owned by Hill- 
crest Hospital, because it is 
“unusable” by private interests 
because of its slope, according 
to Purnell. 


Federal Aid Possible 


Del Gallo says that when the 
Ramsey land is acquired it 
should be through the federal 
Open Space Act. This, he said, 
would insure the city’s obtaining 
up to 50 per cent federal aid on 
the purchase cost. 

Before. the city can act under 
that nreasure, the county’s plan- 


ning agency must be involved in 
open-space planning, Del Gallo 
Said. 

Ramsey bought the lab for 
$15,000 in 1956, according to’ He- 
bert’s records. The city assesses 
the 1% acres above water at al- 
most $8,000 and the 10 underwa- 
ter acres at $15 an acre, 


In 1956 Ramsey purchased the 
water rights over his submerged 
property. According ,to the re- 
cord of that transa¢tion in the 
Registry of Deeds, office, the 
land under water was originally 
acquired from the Peck Manu- 
facturing Co. in 1910. 

Before a dam was built at 
Onota Lake in, the mid-1800s to 
produce water ‘power for. indus- 
trial use, the land Ramsey owns 
was dry. 


Blocked by Haughey 


In 1960 the City Council at a 
Sunday meeting voted 7-1 to 
take the property by eminent 
domain. But at that time then 
Mayor Raymond L. Haughey re- 
fused to submit an appropria- 
tion for the purchase.. 

That killed a transaction that 
would have given the city some 
lakefront acreage owned by the 
Berkshire Woolen interests at 
that time. Berkshire Woolen 
made its land grant contingent 
on city purchase of the Ramsey 
land. 

Some conservationists fear 
that if homes or cottages were 
built on the area Ramsey fills, 
it will be virtually impossible to 
get a mayor or City Council to 
go along with acquisition by the 
city. Therefore, they would like 
to see the land taken as soon as 
possible. 

Raysey, queried by The Eagle

Butler Announces 


Mayoral Candidac 


City  Councilman-at-Large 
Donald G. Butler, 50, yesterday 
formally announced his candida- 
cy for mayor. — 

Butler, the top vote-getter in 
the 1965 municipal election, is 
the first to toss his: hat in: the 
ring for the fall election. 

But Mayor Remo Del Gallo, 
while he hasn’t said so yet, is 
expected to seek a second 
two-year term. 

In 2 low-key statement, Butler 
promised “‘to conduct my cam- 
paign on the issues rather than 
personalities... ”’ 


Seeks Assistance 


“TI solicit. the assistance of 
anyone and €veryone interested 
in sound, common sense city 
government ... ” the 17-year 
veteran of the City Council said. 

His statement did not say 
what issues he would raise in 
his campaign. Butler is  ex- 
pected, however, to attack Del 
Gallo for dropping four’ city 
department heads, including 
Health Commissioner Harold 
Stein. 

There is-also speculation that 
he will. make an issue of .the 
mayor’s opposition to the police 
and. fire raises that Butler 
championed. ‘The councilman is 
also expected to question the 
role played by City Democratic 
Club Chairman Peter G. Arlos 
in the Del Gallo administration. 


‘To. Work Like Heck’ 


Asked how he assessed - his 
chances of -victory, Butler said 
he wouldn’t speculate on them 
at this point. He did say, “I’m 
going to work like heck.”

The City Hall Building Com- 
mission met last night in Cen- 


tral Fire Station and unani- 
mously approved architect John 
H. Fisher’s floor plans for the 
new city Hall, formerly the 
Allen Street. Post Office. 


Commission Chairman Peter 
Francese said today, ‘‘Before 
we get through with this beauti- 
ful building it’s going to be just 
about the best city hall in the 
state.” 7 

The commission consists of 
Samuel Sass,. Atty... Randolph 
Wilkinson,, Ward 3 Councilman 
Alfred S. Bradley and W.E. Her- 
tel. It was exceedingly pleased 


with the plans which it feels will’ 


materialize into a compact, 
highly utilitarian facility. 


33,451 Square Feet 


Architect Fisher informed the 
group that there are 33,451 
square feet of space, and 24,355 
square feet will be utilized- for 
the various departments. The 
balanee will be for janitors’ 
quarters, lavatories, corridors 
and so forth. 


The commission, Francese 
said, hasn’t overlooked expan- 
sion needs. ‘‘We have an empty 
space in the back of the build- 
ing that will provide the city an 
additional 2,500 square feet. All 
we have to do is put a roof over 
it 

The commission also voted 
unanimously to ask the City 
Council for $25,000 which it will 
need from now until April 15 for 
architect and heating engineer- 
ing fees, advertising, blueprints, 
miscellaneous and general ex- 
penses of the commission. 


Fisher explained that a small 
space couldn’t be utilized be- 
cause the government. has the 
area loaded _with — telephonic 
equipment and is covered by 
lease until 1968. By that time 
the federal telephone hookup 
will be incorporated into a new 
federal building.

Mayor Remo Del Gallo sub- 


-mitted his proposed 1967 budget 


to the City Council last night 
and it was by far the biggest 
ever placed before that body. 
At $17.2 million it topped Del 
Gallo’s record 1966 budget by $2 
million, a 13 per cent increase. 
Despite the budget’s size, Del 
Gallo said, “We must not be 
frightened out of making im- 
proyements when necessary 


‘Delay is much more costly 
than action,” he said, citing the 
cost of building the city’s 
long-postponed second high 
school as an example. 


‘Wage-Price Spiral’ 


In his budget-message to the 
Council, Del Gallo said the city 
is caught up in the ‘“‘wage-price 
spiral.”’ 

He also said, “The promise of 
the sales tax has not material- 
ized.’’ The $3.6 million the city 
received in state aid last year, 
he said, was only $692,000 more 
than it got in 1965. 

And that, he said, was par- 
tially offset by a liberalization 
of property tax exemptions for 
the elderly which he said cost 
the city $250,000. 

Of the $2 million budget in- 
crease, over $1.1 million is for 
salary boosts. In the School De- 
partment alone these amounted 
to $807,000. Non-school workers’ 
salaries are up $270,000. In addi- 
tion members of the protective 


- forces won additional raises to- 


taling $45,000. 

Another big factor ip the 
budget jump is the $300,000 that 
is the city’s 1967 slice of the 
cost of building, the $6.5 ) aed 
high school. 

In addition’ almost all ty de- 
partment budgets are up. | 

Del Gallo last year — his first 
in office — asked for $15.2 mil- 


» lion, got $14.9. There is specula- 


tion the Council won’t be able to 


chop as much this year. 


For one thing, Del Gallo made 
post-submission reductions of 
$573,000. In comparison, he cut 
only $482,000 in 1966. 


The 1966 budget was up only 
$320,000 over 1965’s. But even | 
after Council action a boost in 
the vicinity of $2 million — with 
a substantial tax increase ac- 
companying it — seems inevita- 
ble this year. 

In his 1967 budget school. costs 
are up $.95 million to $6.6 mil- - 
lion. The expense of operating : 
the rest of the city government 
is up $1.3 million to $10.5 mil- 
lion. : 

Del Gallo said two factors 
have contributed to the munici- 
pal wage spiral. 

First, employes now have the 
right under state law to bargain 
collectively with the city. The 
teachers won ‘their raises 
through collective bargaining. 

Second, he said, passage of 
the sales tax with its promises 
of high receipts created ‘great 
expectations’. among city. em- 
ployes. 


Sales Tax ‘Oversold’ 


Del Gallo said the sales tax 
was ‘‘oversold’’ to the public, 
was critical of the state for 
being last among the states in 
per-capita aid to education, and 
called on the legislature to pass 
the bill which would have the 
state take over the entire cost 
of public welfare. He said the 
state aid distribution formula 
favors the towns more than the | 
cities. But the cities, he said, 
have the more pressing prob- 
lems.

Pension increases for an esti- 
mated 40 to 50 municipal em- 
ployes who retired before 1963 
were recommended last night 
by the city’s Finance Commit- 
tee. 

Those who qualified would get 
$100 annual increases if they 
had five years’ service with the 
city, $150 if they had 10 and $200 
if they had 20 or more. 


The Finance Committee ona 
3-0 vote asked the City Council 
to put the boosts into effect by 
adopting permissive state legis- 
lation. The action was requested 
by retired personnel. Ironically, 
the man who submitted the peti- 
tion, William Fraser, reportedly 
wouldn’t qualify.” 


Eligibility Rules 


To be eligible, retired workers 
would not only have had to re- 
tire before 1963, they would 
have. to be getting pensions of 
no more than $2,800, have five 
years’ service and not have re- 
ceived an increase under a 1963 
act. 

City Auditor Francis L. Car- 
mona estimated that adopting 
the measure would cost the city 
$6,166 a year.

Police, Firemen Ask | 


$1,500-$3, 000 Raises

Pittsfield D olicemen have 
asked for a salary raise of ap- 
proximately $1,500 a year and 
superior officers increases rang- 
ing up to about $3,000, The 
Eagle learned today. Approxi- 
mately the same pay propor- 
tions are sought by the firemen. 

Contract negotiations gat 
under way Thursday afternoon. 
Separate sessions took place at 
the police station and the Cen- 
tral Fire Station with Asst. City 
Solicitor Samuel Landa repre- 
senting the city at both 14-hour 
meetings. 

A reliable informant said that 
-under the new. proposals, patrol- 
men asked for starting. pay of 


about $6, 400 for the first half-- 


year and about $8 000 after- 
wards. Captains seek increases 
from the present maximum of 
$8,840 to about $12,000; lieuten- 
ants, from a top of $8,268 to 
more than $10,500; and ser- 
geants, from. a current high of 
$7,696 to ‘slightly more than 
$9, 000. Fire Department — re- 
quests follow approximately the 
same proportions. 


Present ‘Schedule 


Currently, policemen start at 
$5,720 a year and in a couple of 
years work up toa maximum of 
$6,656; sergeants, $6,656 to 
$7,696; lieutenants, $7,176 to 
$8,268; captains, $7,696 to $8,840. 
The top weekly pay now for pa- 
trolmen, in other words, is $128 
a week. It’s the same for fire- 
fighters, and the superior offi- 
eers receive about the same

Two years ago when Edwin R. Grady Jr. was 
elected president of the Pittsfield Teachers Asso- 


ciation the event was only moderately interesting. 


The association was a toothless company union

Its presidents were generally dedicated workers 
who were willing to take what amounted to an 
honorary position. 

But on May 11, Grady will step down from an 
office which carries tremendous influence and 
vesponsibility. In the two years of his reign, a 
new teacher collective-bargaining law brought the 
association new vigor and new power.

Grady, distinguished by his crew cut and his 
ever-present pipe, seemed at ease in his pre- 
carious position as No, 1 spokesman for teachers 
on the School Committee floor.

BACK IN 1947 a management 
survey of 21 Berkshires lakes, 
including Pontoosuc, was made 
by the state Division of Fisher- 
ies and Game.- Seining opera- 
tions were carried out at Pon- 
toosuc for six hours, and gill- 
nets were set’ for 84 hours. The 
following. catch resulted: 227 
yellow perch, 123 sunfish, 107 


_ largemouth bass, 80 golden shi- 


ners, 35 common suckers, 34 


‘bluegill, 27 pickerel, 20. bridled 


minnows and 9 rock bass. 
Stocking records revealed that 
the lake population had included 
(although none were caught in 
the nets) brook trout, small- 
mouth bass, pike perch (wall- 
eyes), white perch and crappie. 
“Suckers and Carp are a nui- 
sance,”’. the survey team re- 
ported, “and control measures 
for them are. desirable.”

attended Northeastern University and graduated 
from Massachusetts College of Optometry in 1936. 
He maintains his home and offices at 70 Bishop 
Parkway. 


In 1939, Dr. Exford married Margaret Colbert. 


who had been a classmate at Pittsfield High 
school. They have two grown daughters.

Dr. Exford, who can talk with the speed of 
a machine gun, first became interested in geria- 
trics—the problems of the aging—about eight years 
ago. ‘In 1958 or. 59,” he recalls, “I received a 
call from the’ Golden Age Club asking, ‘Could 
you come over and talk on the eyes?’ I went 
and they held me there for an hour and “a half 
just with questions about their eyes.”’

In most fields of endeavor, clock-watchers 
would be fired, not admired. Yet that’s how 
Pittsfield High’s fledgling swimming team 
splashed to the New England interscholastic 
swimming championship last weekend at the 
University of Connecticut. 

At least, this is the explanation froirl the man 
who should know best—Bob. Magee, the 40-year-- 
old coach who calmly says that at the outset of 
practice several months ago he urged his charges 
to watch the clock. 

‘Improved time is the only satisfaction there 
is in competitive swimming,” he said. “A con- 
scientious boy can measure his progress by watch- 
ing the clock.” 

Although this was the first PHS swimming team 
in history, and only seven boys made the trip 
to the 35-school competition at Storrs, Magee de- 
clines to put on the mantle of miracle-maker. 
He concedes he was mildly surprised, but won’t 
turn actor as so many mentors do in other sports. 

“TI knew we had the ability to win it all if the 
events fell right,’ he philosophizes. “Well, every- 
thing fell right.” 


* * a * 


Casual observers didn’t give Pittsfield a chance 
in the big meet. After all, the team had been no 
more than respectable throughout the season. It 
finished third in the Western Massachusetts 
League. Then, to prove that water stays at its 
own level, it was third in the sectional meet. 

Yet there was a sign of things to come when 
Pittsfield improved its place in the Massachu- 
setts meet, Here it was second. This is the 
fascination of swimming. Such a thing couldn't 
happen in any other sport except track. : 

Magee explains the miracle this way: “The 
tougher the competition, the better chance you 
have if you have some outstanding boys. That’s 
because the points get split.” 


Magee wears his laurels well. He doesn’t say 
that he taught young stars like John Stephens 
and Donne Marchetto to swim. In fact, he makes 
a point of telling you that he hadn’t met either 
one until last summer at Pontoosuc Lake, where 
they were competing in the city outdoor cham- 
pionships. 

“We owe a great deal to the Boys’ Club,’’ he 
says. ‘‘The boys were developed and nurtured 
there. The Boys’ Club has been most helpful also 
in providing us with a pool where we can practice 
and have our meets.”

This wasn’t the first swimming success for. 


Magee. As a man who was taught the sport in 
several parts of the country, he is casual about 
his considerable fortune in it. 

When he was director of physical education at 
the Port Chester (N.Y.) YMCA in the middle and 
late 1950s, he .developed a state championship 
team.

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Rules for ‘Exciting May 


Rules “‘designed for more exciting play” have been adopt- 
ed by the newly organized North Atlantic Professional Foot- 
ball League, of which Pittsfield is a member. | 

George Downey, who heads the Hartford, Conn., group 
that has been granted a franchise for Pittsfield, said this 
morning that the regulations were passed at a league meeting 
Sunday in Schenectady, N.Y. 

“We discussed the rules of the National League, the 
American League and the Canadian League,’’ Downey dis- 
closed. ‘‘We decided to use the NFL rules as a basis with 
four important exceptions.”’ 

He said that the most revolutionary would be ‘“‘a guaran- 
tee of a touchback’’ for any team that attempts to run the 
kickoff out of the end zone. 

“We want to encourage running on the kickoff,” he con- 
tinued. “So we passed a rule to the effect that any team that 
makes the effort to run the kickoff out of the end zone will be 
guaranteed the ball on the 20 even though the runner only 
gets to the 5 or the 10. This will be a reward for making the 
effort. Of course, if the runner goes all the way or to the 40 
or midfield, he’ll get the yardage he makes.” 

The league also voted for a ‘‘protected catch rather than 
a fair catch’ on punts. The rule provides that the members 
of the kicking team must observe a restraining line no closer 
than five yards from the punt receiver. 

“They won’t be permitted to try to tackle him until he 
has complete control of the ball,’’ Downey said. ‘“‘This should 
make for more exciting runbacks.”’ 

Ties will be rarities in the league, Dower revealed; be- 
cause a rule will provide that overtime periods be played.’ ~ 

“If the score is tied at the end of regulation time, the 
teams will try to determine a winner in sudden death play,”’ 
Downey said. ‘“‘However, the maximum of overtime will be 
two 15-minute periods. If the tie isn’t broken by then, then 
I’m afraid it’l] have to stand.”’ 

The league also went for the two-point conversion play 
used by-the AFL and the colleges. This provides two points 
if a team runs or passes the ball into the end zone, one point 
if the converion is made by kicking.
